I'm a 

proud sophomore at Thomas Wootton High School and part of our SGA. Today I'm here before 

you to speak about Wootton's failing infrastructure, and more specifically, the bathrooms. 

Thomas Wootton High school is ranked 2nd in Maryland High Schools and number 167th in the 

nation. With these high rankings, many would think students would be provided with a nice, 

clean, professional, and functioning school building, but that's not the case. Wootton has mold 

filled walls, a dysfunctional temperature system, missing ceiling tiles, and steep walkways.
